Police seize cocaine 
f 3m drugs swoop 



TWO men have appear¬ 
ed in court after police 
swooped on the car 
park of a fast food take¬ 
way in Harlow and 
seized cocaine with an 
estimated street value 
of £3m. 

Officers from the Essex 
Serious Organised Crime 
Directorate arrested two 
men in Howard Way short¬ 
ly before 9am last 
Wednesday. 

They discovered a haul of 
30kg (661b) of cocaine, 
believed to be the biggest so 
far in the county this year. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “It is believed the drugs 
were destined for Essex. 

“The seizure of such a large 
amount of drugs will disrupt 
the volume of crime in the 
county and reduce the misery 
that drugs bring.” 

Superintendent Terry 
Haines, director of intelli¬ 
gence for the crime division, 
said: “This is a dark day for 
the drugs suppliers of Essex. 

“This is a fantastic haul of 
cocaine and we have disrupted 
and smashed another drugs 
operation, making the streets 
of Essex safer.” 

# Ryan Ludlow (25), of 
Penberry Place, Clayburn 
Circle, Basildon, and Ray 
O’Donovan (27) of Wilsner, 
Basildon, appeared before 
Harlow magistrates on 
Thursday in connection with 
the raid. They are due to 
appear next at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on October 5.

of Kajaki in the notorious Helmand 
Province. 

During fighting, air support from 
two US bombers was requested but 
instead of engaging the enemy positions 
as intended, a bomb was mistakenly 
dropped near the British troops. 

Events surrounding the tragic mis¬ 
take are now subject to a military inves¬ 
tigation. 

Before joining the Army in April last 
year, Robert was studying on a carpen¬ 
try course at Harlow College but grew 
bored and wanted a change. He had 
been serving in Afghanistan since 
March on what was his first six-month 
tour of duty. 

An accomplished rifleman, he was 
considered by officers to have a bright 
future in the Army and is said to have 
been involved in numerous close-quar¬ 
ter engagements with Taliban fighters. 

His death has stunned comrades who 
have inundated the Ministry of Defence 
website to pay their own tributes to the 
man who was known affectionately as 
‘Frog’, ‘Fozzy’ and ‘Foster Child’. 

Private Foster’s commanding officer, 
Lieutenant Colonel Stuart Carver, said 
he was fiercely loyal to his friends, 
adding: “He had a rare quality of always 
seeing the bright side of any situation 


and had a mischievous sense of humour 
which made him hugely popular.” 

Sergeant ‘Woody’ Woodrow added: 
“He was one of the true characters with¬ 
in the platoon and a very competent and 
dependable operator.” 

His parents have been told he will be 
buried with full military honours. 

Robert left Mark Hall School, in First 
Avenue, three years ago at the age of 16. 
Sandra Newens, chairwoman of gover¬ 
nors, told the Star the news of his death 
had shocked pupils and staff. 

“Any such death is horrifying but it 
really brings it home when someone 
from Mark Hall is involved,” she said. 

“Our deepest condolences go to the 
family and friends of Robert. Pupils and 
staff who knew him are already express¬ 
ing their sense of shock.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he 
supported the call by Private Foster’s 
family for a full inquiry and said he had 
written to Defence Secretary Des 
Browne to urge swift action. 

“The statements from Robert’s fellow 
soldiers all pay tribute to his courage, 
honour, loyalty and sense of fun and it is 
clear he will be greatly missed by 
them,” Mr Rammell told the Star. 

“Loss of life in any military conflict 
is terrible but in a sense it is far worse 
when it is a result of friendly fire as 
seems to be the case here.

SIR, I am deeply concerned about the 
extensive building programme in Harlow. 
The Frederick Gibberd masterplan 
included dual carriageways in First, 
Second, Third and Fourth Avenues. This 
was not done and consequently whenever 
a vehicle breaks down or crashes the build 
up of traffic causes congestion, especially 
in the rush hours. 

The proposed population was for 80,000; 
the new building programme will take it 
over 100,000. 

Didn’t Bill Rammell state the county was 
not paying enough money to keep the 
roads in good repair? I agree with him but 
does he agree with me that this is 
probably because the roads in Harlow are 
not built to take the vast amount of heavy 
vehicles thrust upon them? 

With the proposed building of 3,000 
dwellings on the Gilden Way site there 
will be at least 5,000 extra cars and 
service vehicles coming off onto Gilden 
Way. Also, the traffic from the new and 
existing New Hall project comes on to 
Gilden Way at Mark Hall School and 
opposite Fawbert and Barnard School. The 
sport and leisure centre is also at the same 
spot. 

At the Gilden Way roundabout there is 
only one small road onto Gilden Way 
which is used by Area One of Harlow, 
consisting of approximately 5,000 
vehicles including buses, tractors and 
heavy lorries. 

Add to this the traffic coming through 
Sheering. Most of this traffic will go onto 
the A11 at the Mark Hall roundabout 
causing a bottleneck. This will prevent a 
free running area which will affect most 
of the town. 

After all the building in Harlow is 
completed there are going to be over 
5,000 applicants on the housing list who 
are not going to be housed. What is the 
council going to do about them? 

The council has set up an unelected 
quango that is not answerable to Harlow 
residents on the Gilden Way projects. As I 
understand it they are going along with 
this project despite many protests. 

After the debacle of building on the Town 
Park, Labour councillors stated in the 
press that lessons had been learned and 
they would listen to the public. Can they 
tell me when this starts?

From production to 
mere consumption 



V ISIT the Museum of 
Harlow, in Muskham 
Road, and you will 
spot a big copper tank in the 
gardens. 

This gin still is all that is left of 
the Gilbey’s distillery and bottling 
plant which once stood in Harlow 
town centre, on the site now 
occupied by the Sainsbury’s 
supermarket. 

The distinctive glass-fronted building 
which housed the equipment is shown 
here, in pictures from the Star 
archive, both in its glory days and on 
the sad occasion of its final 
demolition on October 8, 1993. 

Dean Weston, of Harlow Civic 
Society, told Nostalgia: “There’s 
something curiously telling about 
what happened to the Gilbey site. 
Harlow has moved from being a town 
which made things to being a town 
which just consumes things and I 
think the history of this site is a sad 
indicator of the general direction of 
Harlow.” 

Mr Weston also recalled the earlier 
days: “The way it impressed 
architecturally is what I remember. 

The vat building, with the glass 
frontage, I saw as a beacon to anyone 
coming into the town from the north, 
especially at night when it was 
beautifully lit up and really shone out. 
“As a youngster, I remember the weird 
way that the cycle track ran through 
the Gilbey site. Where Sainsbury’s is 
now, you had the production side, the 
bottling plant and that sort of thing, 
and on the other side you had the 
offices. 

“I remember walking up from 
Hornbeams in the ’60s and you would 
see people rolling out the old- 
fashioned oak barrels.” 

The complex opened in 1963 when W 
& A Gilbey Ltd moved to the new 
town at a cost of £lm. At the topping- 
out ceremony, company director 
Jasper Grinling expressed a hope that 
the people of Harlow would see the 
distillery not as a “great belching 
monster spewing smoke all over the 
town” but as “gentlemanly, odourless 
and unalarming.” 

His wish came true and there was 
much sadness when the plant closed 
in November 1990 following Gilbey’s 



end of the bottling line and seeing Sir 
Gary Sobers, the great cricketer, who 
was being shown around the plant. 
“Other memories include a great 
many evenings at the nearby social 
club, which were the forming of 
lifelong friendships. To this day, I see 
people out and about who I met at 
Gilbey’s.”

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Murder trial witness in fear of reprisals 


A MAN who was involved in a road 
crash while riding a stolen motorbike 
was “living in fear of repercussions” 
after giving evidence for the prose¬ 
cution at the Frank Empson murder 
trial, a court heard. 

Nathan Bibby (23) pleaded guilty 
at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday to charges of aggravated vehi¬ 
cle taking, driving while disqualified 
and driving without insurance. 

But counsel for the defence 


Margaret McGowan-Smyth asked 
for sentencing to be adjourned so 
that his mental health problems 
could be properly assessed. 

The court heard how Bibby, of 
Broad Leaf Avenue, Bishop’s 
Stortford, crashed the stolen 
Kawasaki motorcycle into a car in 
Haydens Road, Harlow, on April 14. 
Moments before the crash a police¬ 
man had witnessed Bibby revving up 
the engine, performing a wheelie and 


“acting like an idiot showing off”. 

Adjourning proceedings until Octo¬ 
ber, Judge Christopher Ball said that 
although Bibby had a terrible record 
he would be given considerable credit 
for having given evidence for the 
Crown in a murder trial. 

“Some people, including me, were 
of the view that he was perhaps 
doing the first decent thing he has 
done in his life for a long time,” the 
judge added.

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Takeaway in 
the dock for 
breaches of 
food hygiene 

THE prosecution of a 
Chinese takeaway for 
breaching food hygiene 
regulations should serve as a 
warning to others, council 
chiefs said this week. 

The owners of the Dragon 
Inn, in Commonside Road, 
Harlow, were fined a total of 
£24,000 after pleading guilty 
to failing to maintain a 
documented food safety 
management system; storing 
foods above the legal 
temperature, failing to 
implement adequate pest 
control procedures and 
failing to keep food 
premises clean. 

Magistrates were told that 
environmental health 
officers who visited the 
premises in July found rats 
running around outside the 
kitchen, flies on uncovered 
foods and some high risk 
foods stored at temperatures 
higher than the legal 
maximum. 

Eleanor Macy, chairwoman 
of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community 
committee, said the court 
case should act as a warning 
to other businesses involved 
in food preparation. 

“If we feel the public’s 
safety is being put at risk we 
will take action,” she said. 
“Food at the Dragon Inn was 
being prepared in a 
completely unacceptable 
way.” 



College A-level pass 
rate higher this year 

THIS year's A-level pass rate among Harlow College 
students is higher than that of 2006. 

Last year the college celebrated what it hailed as a 
record-breaking 98 per cent pass rate but the Star can 
now confirm the true figure was just 93 per cent. That 
means this year's publicised pass rate of 96 per cent is 
up by three per cent. 

Janice Logie, director of Learning and Skills Council 
Essex, said pressure from the press forces colleges 
across Essex into releasing estimated pass rates before 
the figures are officially verified in November. 

"Colleges are under tremendous pressure from media 
interest on the day the results are announced so they 
announce the pass rate as best as they have managed 
to work out in that short time.'' 

Harlow MP and further education minister Bill Rammell, 
who took part in talks with college bosses and LSC 
officials on Tuesday, said: "Having discussed the results 
in detail with the LSC and the principal, I understand 
there has been an improvement in performance. 

"That is welcome and I congratulate all the students 
who worked so hard for those results." 

He added that the dispute over the new teaching and 
learning strategy which has seen more than 100 
lecturers being made redundant or refusing to sign new 
contracts still needed to be resolved so that students 
can have total confidence in the operation of the 
college. 

College principal Colin Hindmarch said he was confident 
the 96 per cent pass rate would be confirmed in 
November.

HAVE you ever wondered how 
mobile phones work or how the 
emergency services can 
pinpoint the exact location of 
someone using one? 

The answer is one of the miracles of 
20th century technology - 
satellites.These wonders of 
communication orbit the Earth 
sending signals to all parts of the 
planet. 

The Soviet Union was the first 
country to send a satellite into space 
way back in 1957.lt was called 
Sputnik, pictured above, and it began 
what developed into a space race 
between the Russians and Americans. 


Satellites are launched into space by 
rockets and are then sent into orbit, 
a path created by the gravitational 
pull encircling the earth. 

In the 1960s communications 
satellites were launched which meant 
signals could be bounced off the big 
wings of a satellite and back to a 
different place on the Earth's surface. 
Today, signals from mobile 
telephones, satallite navigation 
equipment and televisions are all 
beamed down from satellites which 
now litter the skies above our heads 
- all 26,000 of them. 

If you look up on a clear night you 
can sometimes see satellites moving 
across the sky.

Ever since Norman Bates went off the deep end 
began to slip into his mum’s best frock to slice and 
dice the guests in Psycho , weird hotels have never 
quite been as much fun - and now they’re all totally 
terrifying! 

Although somewhat more psychological than viscerally 
frightening, this Stephen King-penned story delivers its 
share of shocks and shivers as well as coolly crafted twists 
- not to mention a genuinely disturbing moment starring 
Karen Carpenter! 

Mike Enslin (John Cusack) is a cynical writer who has sunk 
from producing intimate novels to hack work chronicling 
haunted inns. 


Since his daughter’s death, he’s been obsessed with the 
supernatural and messages from beyond the grave. 

He’s about to give up the ghost, as it were, due to too 
many dead ends when he’s lured to a 
Manhattan hotel where room 1408 is kept 
off-limits to visitors because of its long history 
of inhospitality. 

With only a rucksack, but tonnes of emotional 
baggage from family misfortunes, Cusack 
insists on a night in room 1408 and, despite 
the management's objections, is eventually 
handed the key. 

He settles into the chamber's banal decor, 
which he idly describes piece by piece into 
his pocket recorder for the intended article.

With King’s name on it there are 
certain expectations and this 
delivers all the trademark horror for 
which he is known - and which is 
largely far more thoughtful than the 
glut of rampant slashers carving 
their way across the screen of late.

LIFE WITH YOU 

The Proclaimers (album, W14 Music) 

The shouty Scots are back with exactly what you’d expect them 
to be back with - shouty Scottish music. Thanks is owed to Peter 
Kay for re-launching the bespectacled brothers’ careers, in the 
same way he did for Vegas fromage-meister Tony Christie, with a 
comedy record; well, taking the mick is the sincerest form of 
flattery - isn’t it? Lyrically it’s odd and musically it’s very uplifting, 
however, with cathartic tracks such as Harness Pain and If 
There’s A God sitting alongside the more gobby ones. 

LADY’S BRIDGE 

Richard Hawley (album, Mute ) 

What a shame! This guy is so talented but chooses to stick with 
the 1950s throwback theme. He could be the next Morrissey, as 
shown on I’m Looking For Someone To Find Me - no doubt 
influenced by The Smiths’ Last Night I Dreamt Somebody Loved 
Me. But with all this retro styling and posturing, it ends up being 
little more than kitsch. Yes, the ’50s produced rock’n’roll and, yes, 
it was pretty cool, but he has to move on or he’ll end up with 70- 
year-old fans thinking he’s just a talented Chet Baker tribute act. 


THIS IS NOT THE TARGET MARKET 

Steriogram (album, Short Stack) 

It’s almost like living with a proper grumpy teenager - since this 
Kiwi hard-rock outfit’s last album, they’ve divorced their parents 
(Capitol Records), gone to live on their own (Short Stack 
Records) and grown their hair much longer. They also seem to 
have gone from indie punk majesty to distorted fuzz aggression 
such as on the almighty, and quite good Just Like You. Just as 
long as they remember to wash behind their ears, ring their nan 
and wear clean pants everyday, we’ll let them off. 

INSPIRITA 

Inspirita (album, Revol/Dallas) 

A Croatian five-piece, a big sound and some truly exemplary 
guitar work.

The distasteful reality of fast food 


FAST FOOD NATION 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Chances are that the vast majority of people who 
regularly eat fast food won’t have read Eric 
Schlosser’s stomach-turning, enlightening bestseller 
Fast Food Nation. 

Which is a pity, because his wide-ranging expose of 
the industry contains a wealth of information they 
really ought to know, from its habitual exploitation of 
migrant and economic bottom-rung labour to the 
high incidence of faecal matter in meat products. 
Fortunately, independent film-maker Richard 
Linklater’s translation of the book’s substance into a 
mosaic fictional narrative has cooked down all its key 
ingredients into a digestible 114 minutes that should 
sit heavily on the conscience of anybody who cares 
what they put in their mouth and how it arrives there. 
Loosely structured around an investigation by an 
executive (Greg Kinnear) of the fictional major fast 
food chain Mickey’s into just how cow dung is finding 
its way into his company’s burgers, this is a superb 
example of cinema as campaigning journalism. 

In a series of beautifully played interlaced storylines, 
Linklater charts the progress of the meat from the 
cattle shoe-horned into overcrowded stockyards to 
the hellish slaughterhouses where the production 
lines are run at breakneck speed to keep down the 
price of the meat, doing so by exploiting unskilled 
illegal migrant labour via gruelling hours, low pay and 
a high risk of serious injury. 

The journey continues to the day-glo franchise outlets 
themselves where unmotivated, bored blue-collar 
staff oversee the unhygienic preparation of the ‘food’, 
whether accidentally contaminated from a quick visit 
to the floor or deliberately sabotaged for particularly 
annoying customers. 

The film also takes time to touch on the corporate 
politics of the industry, where the bottom line is to 
achieve the lowest, most competitive price in a 
crowded marketplace and to hell with the actual 
hidden cost of how that’s achieved, and also looks at 
the actions and motives of campaigners seeking to 
expose it. 

If you still feel like a burger and fries by the time Fast 
Food Nation takes the viewer on a tour of the brutal, 
bloody and frankly distressing reality of the abattoir 
killing floors, then you’ve probably got the kind of 
constitution and morality that would confuse week- 
old, sun-baked roadkill with a childhood food. 

The acting, largely with unknowns in the higher 
profile roles, is never less than convincing, while well- 
placed cameos from the likes of Kris Kristofferson, 
Ethan Hawke, Patricia Arquette, Luis Gusman and 
Bruce Willis help underline significant points. 

This release includes exclusive interviews with 
Linklater and Schlosser plus a making-of.

THE LOST ROOM 

(Lions Gate Home Entertainment, 12, retail) 

A compelling blend of The X Files and The Twilight 
Zone , this superior supernatural TV series opens with 
a mystery and rockets off into a paranormal realm of 
gadget-aided superheroics. 

Decades ago, something dreadful happened at an 



unremarkable motel in New Mexico, causing an 
entire room and its contents to simply vanish. 

The first detective Joe Miller (Peter Krause) learns of it 
is when he comes into possession of the room’s key 
and finds it has the magical ability to open any door, 
letting him step into the eerie lost room and emerge 
through any door, anywhere in the world he chooses. 
But when his daughter hides in the room during a 
botched kidnap attempt to get the key and is lost 
somewhere in its alternative reality, he sets out to 
rescue her or die trying and so discovers that all the 
items from the room have been returned to our world 
as indestructible artefacts with supernatural powers - 
there’s a pen that microwaves anybody it touches, a 
comb that freezes time, a bus ticket which can 
teleport, a glass eye with the power to heal or destroy 
flesh, and so on. 

As his quest continues, Joe discovers objects placed 
together combine to wield new powers - and also 
finds they are highly sought after by a variety of 
obsessive collectors and a ruthless cult dedicated to 
gathering them all which will apparently go to any 
lengths to achieve its end. 

It’s a cracking premise and the show’s sharp scripts 
and breathless narratives more than do it justice as 
Joe plunges down the rabbit hole.

SERGEI EISENSTEIN: SILENT 
CLASSICS VOLUME 1 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Eisenstein was one of the key film-makers of early 
Soviet cinema and a master propagandist whose 
virtual invention of the montage and early definitions 
of the medium’s visual language rightly see him 
ranked as one of the first greats. 

This three-disc collection opens with Strike! (1924) in 
which an event from 1912 is turned into a stirring 
story of heroic workers whose peaceful strike in 
protest at the suicide of a sacked colleague is met 
with relentlessly brutal oppression by the bosses 
through the agency of Cossack troops. 


Battleship Potemkin (1925) remains an astonishingly 
powerful film, perhaps his greatest, dramatising the 
story of a Russian navy crew who mutiny against the 
tyranny of their officers and the appalling conditions 
they have to endure. It doesn’t matter that it’s most 
memorable sequence of soldiers conducting a savage 
massacre on the Odessa Steps is a fiction, such has 
been the enormous impact of that scene on film 
editing ever since. 

Finally, October (1927) - commissioned to celebrate 
the 10th anniversary of the 1917 revolution - is a 
rousing retelling of the events which saw Lenin and 
his fellow revolutionaries seize the day and topple the 
state, a narrative imbued with the force and 
immediacy of newsreel footage. 

Both Strike! and Battleship Potemkin can be watched 
with their original soundtracks or with new scores 
composed by Ed Hughes.

THE BOW 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Korean director Kim Ki-Duk’s 12th film is a strangely 
gentle parable about the breaking of the hermetic 
existence of an old man on a battered fishing trawler 
anchored at sea and the young girl he found (or, 
perhaps, took) at the age of six and has kept isolated 
on the vessel ever since with a view to marrying on 
her 17th birthday. 

Neither speaks audibly in the film, not once, and their 
relationship of curious small rituals (bathing, 
eccentric fortune-telling) is interrupted only by the 
visiting anglers the old man hosts - until a young man 
in one party inspires the girl to contemplate the 
possibility of another life for herself. 

The film does have a lyrical beauty, thanks mainly to 
the subtle performances of the two leads and the 
sweetly mournful music the old man produces from 
his archer’s bow (when he’s not using it to intimidate 
visitors or tell fortunes), but it unfortunately stumbles 
in a welter of clumsy metaphor in the final act.

THE chairman of the Harlow 
& District Premier Darts 
League, Graham Tanner, 
believes the smoking ban in 
pubs and clubs could open the 
door to more and more young¬ 
sters taking up the sport. 

The days of the beer-swigging 
and cigarette-puffing darts player 
appear to be over as children as 
young as nine take up the sport. 

Along with 9-year-old Reece Barnett 
(The Gate, Sawbridgeworth), 10-year- 
old Dylan Townsend, of Felmongers, 
Harlow, will next season be playing in 
the Harlow league, which has now been 
going for more than 30 years. 

Dylan, who will play for the Council 
Whites team next season, took up darts 
18 months ago. His brother Nathan also 
plays and has already hit three 180 
maximum scores. 

League chairman Tanner says more 
parents might be happier for their chil¬ 
dren to play in the league now that the 
Government has introduced the smok¬ 
ing ban in public places throughout 
England. 

“It’s something that’s to be encour¬ 
aged,” he told Star Sport. “In any kind 
of sport people that play in it for years 
and years need to be replaced and we 
need to encourage youngsters. 

“We did have one or two landlords 
who did not allow under-age players in

their establishments. But now we only 
have two pubs in the league [White 
Admiral and The Gate] — the rest are 
clubs.” 

If anything, adult players could quit 
the sport if they are not allowed to 
smoke while playing. 

But non-smoker Tanner hopes this 
will not happen in Harlow. “It might 
affect us. We have not lost any teams. 
One or two people have packed up,” he 
said. 

“I did not know what to expect. It’s 
such a grey area; nothing has happened 
like this before. I think a massive 
majority of players will carry on and 
sneak out for a fag.”
